Unhappily, the files of welfare 
agencies contain many instances 
in whieh an adopted child has

home life 

In other words, this column 
recommends that adoptions be 
made only with the best of ad 
from physicians and wel 
fare agencies, since this would 
greatly increase the chances of 
suitable matching of the adop- 
tive parents and the adopted 
child so that both would receive 
a good break towards happiness 
and health. 

Two other questions concern- 
ing adoption frequently come 
up. One of them is whether an 
adopted child should’ be told 
that he or she is adopted 


TELL THEM EARLY 

Most of those who have stu 
died this think very definitely 
that a child should be told as 
early as he or she can under 
stand it. If. this is simply and 
kindly done there is not only no 
harm, but much good, accom 
plished. 

The second is whether a cou 
ple is more likely to have a nat- 
ural child soon after an adop- 
tion 

I do not know of any statistics 
on this, though there are cer 
tainly many instances in which 
a couple has gone childless. for 
many years, adopted a child 
and then shortly thereafter had 
one of their own, If there is 
any connection between these 
two events rather than pure ac 
cident, it is certainly hard to ex- 
plain on physiplogical grounds.
